Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 2.—"Can 


Syracuse repeat her winning per- 
formance of last year?" seems to be 
the question uppermost in the minds 
of the crowd drawn here today by 
the intercollegiate rowing race be- 
tween Syracuse, Wisconsin, Pennsyl- 
vania, Cornell and Columbia. 


According to boys from Syracuse 


college, who have gathered here in 
large numbers to see their men row, 
there isn't the least 
doubt about 


their ability to do so. A group of 
Syracusans is parading the streets of 
the city loudly proclaiming, >n a par- 
ody of the old British song, "We 
want to win again, by jingo— yes, we 
do; we've got the men, we've got the 
boat, we've got the coacher. too." 


There seems to be considerable 


basis for the Syracusans' confidence 
in their oarsmen. Xot only have they 
the prestige of last year's victory to 
spur them on, bu* they have a mighty 
good crew to try again for the inter- 
collegiate honors. Most of the men 
have sat in winning boats of one 
sort of another,, and from all ap- 
pearances there will be no collapse 
in the jirangc? "shell. In. addition, they 
have had. the most '"careful coaching 
possible at the hands of Coach James 
H. Ten Eyck, a member of the fam- 
ily that has made much rowing his- 
tory. The Syracuse men are: espe- 
cially anxious to heat the Wisconsia- 
erew, who are coached by Ned Ten 
Eyck, son of their own trainer--.. To 


crews, Syracuse's stroke is another 
aon of the Wisconsin coach. 


Wisconsin the "Dark Horse." 


Probably the "dark horse" in to- 


day's race is Wisconsin, always con- 
sidered a formidable contender for 
Intercollegiate honors in rowing, de- 
spite the fact that it has never come 
out better than second. The western 
college has a large undergraduate 
body to draw upon—this year there 
are over 5,000 students enrolled at 
Madison—and Ten Eyck brought here 
a squad of twenty-five husky, able 
looking oarsmen, who have been row- 
ing well together and have~~ shown 
signs of individual skill and strength. 
The men have the added incentive of 
trying to retrieve their bad defeat of 
last year, when the man at No. 2 col- 
lapsed ana the crew finished last. 
There is a small but enthusiastic 
bunch of Wisconsin men here with 
plethoric wads of money to bet on 
their crew. 


It must be admitted frankly that 


Columbia does not look good today to 
the rowing expert. There have been 
too many changes in the crew to de- 
velop the best there is in the men- 
They will row their best, of course, 
and they have their splendid finish 
as second last year to bear them up. 
but even candid Columbia men have 
been heard to admit that a victory 
for the blue and white today will be 
a big surprise- 


Cornell and Pennsylvania. 


In Cornell's favor are the splendid 


•way in which the men have been row- 
ing together in practice and the long 
list of carnelian and white victories. 
This year's crew is light, however. 
and

men can stand tlie strain. This year's 
squad has been ^ery small, and Coach 
Courtney has bad but ten men from 
whom to pirfc his final crew. 


Pennsylvania Jias not wonra race 


here since 1900. when the first of the 
intercollegiate races was rowed, and 
she does not seem due for another 
victory Only a small squad came ip 
from the Schnykill. and Coach Wari 
has been quoted to the effect that his= 
combination is not a strong one. He 
•was handicapped in developing his 
men by poor weather last spring, and. 
in addition, they have been here only 
since June 20. giving them but a 
abort time to train on the course.
